Resumption Of Phone 
Service Between U.S., 
Berlin Aids Reporter

BERLIN. July l l — (By trans-At­ 
lantic Telephone) Direct telephone 
service between the United States 
and Berlin, available Wednesday 
for the first time since September, 
made a voice in The Associated 
Press office in New York seem 
right here in the room with me. 
We have had the feeling over 
here that we have been on an island 
—isolated 
from 
everyone 
and 
everything and hard put to get our 
news out through uncertain com­ 
munications.- 
This new service may help re­ 
lieve that feeling. At any rate, it 
is good to hear an American voice 
so plainly. 
(Lochner, 
chief of the 
Berlin 
bureau of The Associated Press, 
talked with A. E. Wall of the New 
York cable staff.) 
We have nothing much to com­ 
plain about, now that we’ve ad­ 
justed ourselves to war oondifions. 
We have rather special privileges 
so far as food is concerned. As 
Americans, 
our 
food 
cards 
are 
more liberal than those of the Ger­ 
mans. We’re getting excellent dairy 
products from Denmark. 
There are no American business­ 
men here any more. 
But the staffs of the American 
embassy at the consulate, over­ 
worked 
with 
all 
the 
additional 
tasks of handling the affairs of 
so many countries who have re­ 
quested it, are growing all the 
time. 
War conditions are severe, but 
bearable.

NEW YORK. July l l — If we could have lifted the roof off the 
Munich conference of the German-Italian partnership yesterday, we 
probably should have found the conferees as much concerned with 
the Italo-British naval battle in the Mediterranean as with the war 
threats in the Balkans. 
Actually the dangerous Balkan situation and this initial clash be­ 
tween 
the 
British 
and 
Italian ❖ ------------------------------------------------- 
navies are related intimately and 
both have a vital hearing on the 
Hitlerian plans for domination of 
Europe. 
For 
this 
battle 
on 
the 
blue 
waters of the Mediterranean marks 
the beginning of a new phase of 
the war. It is to determine who 
miles the seas and it is between 
the only two navies of any moment 
atli] left to Europe. 
Upon the outcome hinges control 
of the entire Mediterranean area, 
the Near East and the Balkans. It 
ie a crucial operation between Brit­ 
ain and the axis. 
To Mussolini has been assigned 
the task of smashing E ngland’s n a­ 
val might and clearing the British 
out of “ Our S e a ’, as the Italians 
like to think of the Mediterranean. 
It is a Job which will take some 
doing, for while the Italians have 
a sturdy fleet, It has perhaps no

more than two-fifths of the power 
in the British navy. 
Rival accounts of this opening 
engagement are contradictory and 
leave much to be desired.

at Munich— is that in this and other 
recent operations the British have 
been showing a decidedly ag g re s­ 
sive 
attitude.

fronts are they waiting for the 
enemy to bring the fight to them. 
The m ost striking indication of 
British initiative was. of course, 
the determined and well-nigh un­ 
precedented action she took to pre­ 
vent the French navy from falling 
into German hands. 
Almost equally impressive has 
been the way in which the Britons 
have been carrying the air w ar to 
Germany and fighting toe to toe 
with the Nazis in aerial battles. 
In view of the manner in which 
things are moving in the Mediter­ 
ranean and in the Balkans, one 
rather would expect Hitler to make 
his big assau lt on England quickly 
so to avoid getting caught in dif­ 
ficulties on other fronts.

I don't blame you 
I think It’s one of the moat Inter­ 
esting jobs on the diamond — a 
spot where the good player Is di­ 
vided by only a hair-line from the 
superb player.

man and a second-baseman who 
Is a whir at double plays.

ond baseman’s Job. A doubleplay 
expert at second is an artist at 
quick fielding and picking out the 
spot to which the ball should be 
thrown. He knows In a flash when 
to leave the bag and when to let 
the shortstop cover It. 
Some 
Fundamentals 
Now about the fundamentals of 
his position. He fields all ground 
balls hit to the right of second — 
even those closer to first — to al­ 
low the first sacker to hold his base 
where he Is needed. With a man 
on first only, he should start to­ 
ward second after each 
pitched 
ball has passed the batter, to pre­ 
vent any attempt at a delayed 
steal. He also covers his bag au­ 
tomatically on the signal for a 
pltchout.
